— I n supersession ot the Public Notice 
dated the 2.‘lrd April 1948 relating to the scheme of pool- 
ing imported steed with indigenous steel, the general 
principles governing the issue of Import Licences und the 
conditions under which they will be issued are outlined 
liereunder tor the information and guidance of Importers. 

I. POOLING OE IMPORTED STEEL WITH INDI- 
GENOUS STEEL 

All controlled categories ot steel, i.e., categories included 
in the Second Schedule to the Iron und Steel (Control 
of Production and Distribution) Order, 1941, over which 
distribution control is exercised, excluding Pipes, Tubes 
and Fittings, Tinplates, Box Strapping and Wire of the 
gauges and types not manufactured in Tndla, imported 
either by the Government of India or by an Importer 
other than a consumer which are pooled with indigenous 
steel, will be distributed in accordance with the normal 
allocation procedure against Quota Certificates at the sta- 
tutory selling pricos prevailing from time to time. Only 
such imported steel as the Iron and Steel Controller cor 
siders should he tulieu over for issue against Quota Oe T 
fientes will be pooled with indigenous steel. 
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11. PRINCIPLES GOVERNING ISSUE OE IMPORT 
LICENCES. 

(a) Spring Steel and Mild Steel BilletB. Heavy and 
Light Structural s, Barn and Bode , Platen, Tinplates, 
Strip, Galvd. Wire thinner than 180, Black and Hard 
Bright Wire thinner than 220 and Pipes, Tubus and 
Fittings : — 

(1) Subject to availability of foreign exchange and the 
need for import, the Iron and Steel Controller will invito 
offers, at such intervals as he considers it expedient, for 
the categories, specification and qualify required and, 
subject to other things being equal, issue licences to those 
Importers whose rates are lowost, Normally, preference 
will bo given to Billets over other categories of steel- 

(2) Applications from essential consumers which are 
supported either by the Director General of Industry and 
Supply or the State Governments, particularly those 
whose requirements cannot conveniently be mot from 
internal sources (e.g., thinner gauges of wire required by 
Wire Netting and Wire Gauge Industry) w'ill be considered, 
subject to the offer being reasonable. Applications from 
non-essential consumers will not be considered. 

(51) Imports from soft and medium currency areas will 
be given preference over imports from hard currency coun- 
tries, provided the price differential is within reasonable 
limits. Should the disparity in prices be such as to ren- 
der import from soft currency areas uneconomical, im- 
ports from hurd currency areas, including Belgium, 
Germany and Japan, will be considered in the light of 
currency allocation available for each country. 

(b) Black Sheets and Galvd. Sheets (Plain or corrugat- 
ed ), Wire Nails upto 15/KHJ, Wire Black and Hard Bright 
vpto 22 G, Wire Galvd. upto 18 G, Barbed Wire, Jute or 
Cotton Bating Hoops and P.C.R.O.A. Sheetsn — 

No imports of these items by either dealors or consu- 
mers will be permitted, irrespective of whether the source 
of supply is a soft or hard currency area, unless the Iron 
and Steel Controller considers that in respect of any item 
indigenous production is insufficient to meet any urgent 
demund, in which, case lie may permit its import in 
limited quantities, 

(c) Light Bails and Tramway Bails, Sleepers and Fish- 
Plates thereof, Spring Steel Sections, Tagger Tinplates , 
Iron and Steel Castings, Forgings and Stampings, Steel 
Die Blocks: — 

Applications from actual essential end-users will be 
considered provided these are supported either by the 
Director General of Industry and Supply or the State 
Governments, Generally imports will be confined to soft 
currency areas, but due consideration w'ill be given in 
exceptional cases where urgency, price disparity or other 
factors warrant import from hard currency areas. Applica- 
tions from dealers who have firm orders from actual 
essential end-usors will also be considered. 

(d) Relaxed items (i. e- , items over which distribution 
control has been relaxed, viz., Bolts, Nuts and Rivets, 
Wheels, Tyres and Axles, Tool and Alloy Steels, Wire 
Nails, Wire Hopes and Cast Iron Pressure Pipes and 
Fittings) and Washers, Machine and Set Screws and Wire 
Strand and Box Strapping : — 

Imports from soft currency areas will be permitted 
against applications which will be invited by the Iron and 
Steel Controller once during each licensing period. Depend- 
ing on the available exchange for licensing these items, 
licences will be grunted against applications supported by 
lowest firm offers, preference being given to (1) applica- 
tions from essential consumers which are supported either 
by the Director General, Industry and Supply or the State 
Governments; and (2) applications from dealers who have 
firm orders from essential consumers; provided the price 
is reasonable. 

(e) Industrial Scrap i Defectives and Cuttings, Re-Boll- 
able Scrap and Melting Scrap: — 

(i) Import from Soft Currency areas.— The Iron and 
Steel Controller will invite applications supported by firm 
offers from all importers, including Rc-Rollera and Electric 
Furnace Owners, for import of Re-rollable and melting 
scrap twice every licensing period or more often if 


necessary and grant licences subject to the conditions 
enumerated under III below. It offers for adequate 
quantity ot re-rollable and melting scrap arc not received 
for distribution at conti oiled prices, the Iron arid Steel 
Conti oiler may consider the grant of import licences 
against higher quotations subject to the conditions 
enumerated under HI below. 

Imports of a limited quantity of industrial scrap, defec- 
tives and cuttings will be permitted from soft currency 
areas subject to the conditions enumerated under III 
below. Applications from essential consumers w'hose 
requirements of industrial scrap, defectives and cuttings 
are certified by the State Iron and Steel Licensing 
Authority, will however, be given preference subject to 
the landed cost not exceeding Col, I price of prime material 
for the respective category, section, size, etc. 

(ii) Imports from Hard Currency areas: — 

No import Licence will bo issued for import of indus- 
trial scrap, defectives and cuttings excluding Tinplate 
Waste Wasters from a bard currency country whether the 
applicant is a consumer or a dealer. Limited quantities 
of Tinplate Waste Wasters w’ill, however, be permitted lo 
be imported by (a) essential consumers whose requirements 
are oei tiffed by the Director General of Tndustffi’ and 
Supply or the State Governments, and (b) dea^k who 
have firm orrlers from essential consumers. 

Generally, imports of re-rollable and melting scrap from 
bard currency areas will not be permitted, but if quota- 
tions more favourable than those from soft currency areas 
are received, they w’ill be considered subject to availability 
of hard currency. 

III. CONDITIONS FOR ISSUE OF IMPORT LICEN- 
CES. 

(a) Mild Steel and Spring Steel Billets: — 

Import Licence will be issued subject to the Importer 
undertaking to (1) import the billets on his own account 
and sell them to Re-rollors nominated by the iron and Steel 
Controller, (2) clear the material and give delivery either 
ex-Jetty or arrange for despatch by rail or road to a Re- 
roller in accordance with the instructions given by the 
Iron and Steel Controller, (8) invoice the Re-rollers for the 
actual quantity supplied on the basis of the Statutory 
selling rates prevailing at the time of delivery and claim 
the difference between the landed cost as calculated by 
the Iron and Steel Controller plus 4 per cent, thereof, re- 
presenting the remuneration payable to the importer, 
from Government by presenting Bills supported by rele- 
vant documents, (4) deposit as earnest money with the 
Reserve Bank of India or Treasury a sum equivalent to 
1 per oent. of the value for which the Import Licenoe is 
issued. This amount will be forfeited in the event of the 
Importer failing to bring the aotual quantity licensed at 
the agreod C, I. F, rates, within the delivery period jja-eed 
upou and conforming to the specification. The t^Runt 
will, however, be refunded to the Importer on due and 
satisfactory completion of the import. No claim shall be 
made against Government in respect of interest on the 
deposit. The earnest money will be in addition to fees 
required to be paid in accordance with the Public Notice 
issued by the Iron and Steel Controller on 8-S-50. 

(b) Heavy and Light Structurals, Bars and Bods and 
Plates : — 

AH importers other than consumers who are granted 
Import Licences for the above categories after the date of 
the issue of this Public Notice must immediately on 
receipt of information about shipment of steel intimate to 
the Iron and Steel Controller and the Regional Deputy Iron 
and Steel Controller at the Port concerned, details of the 
consignment, the date of shipment and the probable date 
of arrival. The steel will normally be despatched directly 
from the Jetty to either a controlled stockholder or a 
Government Transit Depot. The Importer will recover 
(a) Column I base price of the statutory price schedule pre- 
vailing at the time of delivery plus admissible sectional 
extras from the Controlled Stockholders or Transit Depot 
as the case may be and (b) the difference between the 
landed cost of the material as determined by the Iron and 
Steel Controller plus 4 per cent, thereon and the amount 
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leeovored under (a) above irorn the Iron and Steel Control- 
ler out of the Equalisation Fund. In other words, the 
Importer’s remuneration will bo 4 per cent, of the landed 
cost as fixed by the Iron and Steel Controller. The I.&. 
S.C. may proscribe a deposit of 1 per cent, as under III

(e) Tinplate n, Galvd. Wire thinner than 18(7, Blank and 
Hard Bright Wire thinner than 22 G, Strip and Ripen,

Import Licencos will be issued subject to the Importers 
othor than consumers undertaking to take the materials 
on arrival into their godowns or yards and dispose them 
in accordance with instructions issued by the Iron and 
Steel Controller. The materials will remain frozen for 
-release by the Iron and Steel Controller for a period not 
exceeding GO days from the date of receipt ot report by 
the Iron and Steel Controller that the materials have 
arrived. On expiry of this period, the Importers are free 
1 to dispose of any tonnage not allocated by the Iron and 
Steel Controller but at prices not exceeding the selling 
■ lates declared by the Iron and Steel Controller. The Iron 
and Steel Controller will direct the allottee in whose 
favour the release is made to take delivery of the material 
within^/ 4 weeks bom the date of issue of Ihe Release 
Order ^pd, within the allocution period of 60 days, may 
re-allot any quantify not iaken by the allottee. The selling 
rates will be fixed by the Iron and Steel Controller on 
the basis of the landed cost of the material plus the 
Importers’ remuneration of 7^ per cent, for delivery er- 
godown. Where deliveries are effected ex - Jetty the selling 
piices will he fixed by the Iron and Steel Controller by 
providing a margin of profit of 4 per cent over the landed 
cost. The Iron and Steel Controller may prescribe a

(d) Industrial Scrap, Defectives and Cuttings , Re-Roll- 
able Scrap and Melting Sciap : — 

Import Licences for industrial scrap, defectives and 
cuttings will be issued subject to the importers other than 
consumers undertaking to sell the scrap, defectives and 
cuttings at the landed cost plus the usual commission but 
subject to Ihe maximum of Column III price in accord' 
unce with the classifications shown in the Scrap Pike 
Schedule and to dispose of the materials only against re- 
lease instructions issued by the State Iron and Steel 
Licensing AuthoiitieR. 

Import Lieonees for re-rollnble scrap Or melting scrap 
will be issued subjoct to the Importers other than consu- 
mers undertaking to sell the scrap at the landed cost plus 
the usual commission but subject to the maximum prices 
fixed under the Scrap Price Schedule prevailing at the 
time of delivery to ihe Re-Rollers or Electric Furnace 
■“Owners nominated by the lion and Stoel Controller in eon 
sultRijMi with the Steel Re-rolling Mills Association, or, 

• whenW-he landed cost is more than the maximum prices, 
to sell at the controlled price applicable to the type of 
scrap and claim the difference between the landed cost 
plus 4 per cent, theieon which represents the Importers' 
margin of profit and the controlled price from Government. 

The Iron and Steel Controller may prescribe a deposit of 
1 per cent, as under III (a) (4), 

(e) Imports by consumers: These wdl not be “pooled”. 
Consumers should in every case give an undertaking that 
ihe material to be imported will be exclusively used by 
them and that it will not be resold to any other person. 

(f) Imports of “Relaxed items” \vide 11(d) above] by 
dealers : The prices at which the dealers will sell to the 
consumers will be determined by the Tron and Steel 

^Controller for each consignment. 

explanation —The landed cost will mean: 

(a) C.r.F. Cost of the material, i e., invoke value com- 
prising cost of material delivered at Ports of ship- 
ment, insurance, and ocean freight; 

(b) Customs Duty and Town Duty, where applicable; 

(c) Port Commissioner’s charges and clearing and 

landing (barges, exclusive of Clearing Agency 
Commission; 


(d) Actual transport charges from Jetty to the 
Godown of the Importer, Controlled Stockholder, 
or Transit Depot, subject to the maximum delivery 
charges pormrssible under the Price Schedule or 
fixed by the Iron and Steel Controller. 

Bank charges for opening letters of credit or Bank 
interest charges will not be taken into account in determin- 
ing the cost of the material. 

IV. VALIDITY PERIOD OF IMPORT LICENCES. 

With immediate effect, all Import Licences issued by 
the Steel Import Control will be valid only tor one half 
yearly period, viz., January- Juno or July-Deoembcr, with- 
out any provision for re validation as at present. In excep- 
tional cases, however, where there is sufficient justification 
to warrant rovalidalion of Import Licences, the Iron and 
Steel Controller may entertain, before the expiry of the 
Import Licence, applications for rc validation provided 
they are suppoitcd by evidence from the Suppliers that the 
shipment will be extended into a shipment period together 
with valid reasons for extension of tho shipment period.

AWARD 

The above case was heard at Lucknow on the 28ul 
December, 1949. 

Malaviya via woiknig as a Sub-Manager ot the Lucknow 
Chcwk binnoh of the Dank 'This branch ceased to evict 
o-®?ie 14th August 1948 and his services were transferred 
to tbe Hnznri gu nj branch at Lucknow. On the Oth Ootob.i 
1948 he was tiansierud to the Kanpur branch uh uu 
A ssistant Manager. Although ibis order was in contraven- 
tion ot the 0 P. Government Onlei No r»890(ST)X'Vni- 
142(8T)48, dated the 211rd September 1948 he did not take 
any exception to it as he was an old employee and li- 
pined the Kanpur branch on the 5th November 1948 From 
there he was sent to Fatebpur where he worked as Lou 
trollor of Bhroe Mabeshwun Rice and Oil Mills. He 
protested unsuccessfully' to the Bunk against this transitu 
JELe then made a representation to the Labour Commis- 
sioner, but ab he got no reply till the 101b November 1948 
he proceeded to Faklipur. "While working at the Mills he 
tell ill and went on Rare on Ihe 24th January 1949. While 
on leave he made serentl representations to the Bank 
authorities pointing out his difficulties in wotting in the 
Mills and he wanted a transter to Bank work, but without 
any result. As anotliei man v as posted in his place .it 
the Mills, be enquired about the place -where he should 
join on tire expiry of his leave but he got no reply. Be 
then again made a represent a turn to the Labour Commis- 
sioner who expiessed his inability lo interfere as lie bad 
accepted the post of (_< ldrodtr of the Mills As soon us 
the Mills v ere closed, while lie was still on leave, he got 
a letter from the Bank dated the 12th May 1949 intimating 
him that in view of his unsatisfactory work it bad been 
decided to terminate his suviech On receipt of this letter 
he wanted to know in what respect his work was found 
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unsdtisiuctoi \ and undm what iule such drastic action had 
la_v.il iaktn, Put he motived no leply It is contended on 
ins Lohjil that though his designation was that of a Cou- 
lioller he was only to look alter tho Bforage and delivery 
ox tno slock which duty could be performed by the godown 
Kit pci Bis i omplaint is that he was given no particulars 
oi ihe gioundn ot Ins dismissal nor was he afforded any 
oppoitumtr to offer any explanation, and that his Servians 
licivo been dispensed with, leaving a blot on hjs record, at 
a mile when, due to Ins age, it is difficult for him to secure 
aiuniiLi job lie was asked lor various reliefs. 

Lae Bunk has hied a stul men! and contended that he 
in, an Oihcei and, theieloie, the Tribunal has no juris- 
diction, that while he was bub-Manager at the Lucknow' 
Cliowk branch his work was found unsatisfactory, in that 
on one occasion owing to his negligence an outward bill 
tor collection for Rs. 278-4-6 was paid twice over to the 
customer, that when the Chowk branch was closed he waa 
lempoianly attached lo the Hazratgunj branch to settle 
the outstanding matters of the Ghowk branch and that 
when thoba were settled, though he became a BurpluB hand, 
m order to keep him in appointment he was transferred 
to Kanpur as Assistant Manager. It is further stated that 
as lie took leave he was deputed to act as Controller of 
tho Mills because an experienced man was necessary there; 
that alter umliing there for a few weeks he took leave 
Rom time to time anil went on requesting the Bank for 
his Imnefer to Kaupui or Lucknow. It thus appeared to 
the Bank thal either he was unwilling to discharge tho 
duties entrusted to him or his health waB too poor; and 
liib services were, therefore, dispensed with after giving 
lnm one month’s balary in lieu of notice. 

li we consider the reasons mentioned in the Bank’s 
statement (which veto not stated in the letter of dismiBBal) 
as reasons tor the dismissal we are constrained to oome to 
the conclusion that they 1 are not the true reasons, or even 
ii they were, dismissal on thoBe grounds cannot be justified. 
The unsatisfactory work alleged in the statement of the 
Bank was the payment by him of Rs. 278-4-6 twice over 
to a customer when he was the Sub-Manager of the 
Luiknow Ghowk branch The fact that he was continued 
in employment at Bnzratgunj and Fatehpur, although he 
is now staled to Lave become a surplus hand, sufficiently 
mgutives the Bank's ease, in our opinion, about his alleged 
unsatiblactory work. The Bank admits that he was retained 
on account oi his experience. His repeated request for 
transfer to Bank work, which in our opinion was a legiti- 
mate request,, did not find favour -with the management, 
his approach Lo tho Labour Commissioner in respect of 
tins matter wah not liked by it and there might be other 
reasons ol which we are not aware; these appear to have 
led to his dismissal on the pretext of the unsatisfactory 
nature ot his wink It would be pertinent to point out 
Unit the Bank did not supply him with any particulars 
wliui ho enquired about the alleged unsatisfactory nature 
ol his work. 

Our attention has been drawn to a typed letter dated 
ihe 10th November 1948 addressed by the Manager 
appointing him the controller of the Mills wherein it has 
been stated that Ins designation in bank service remains 
um hanged lie has stated that when he was transferred 
to Kanpur us Assistant Manager he did not hold vn 
independent charge of Ihe office with powers to appoint 
mid dismiss any employee of the Bank, that he had the 
pow er merely to supervise the office routine and as such 
he was a woikmun as defined in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, and that similarly as Controller of the Mills he was 
not given complete charge of the Mills but bad sirnplv to 
supervise storage and delivery of the stocks and as Buch 
he was a workman The Bank, on the other hand, has 
slated that when lie was transferred to Kanpur and posted 
as Controller of (lie Mills his designation and remuneration 
lomnined those of an officer. But the Bank has not 
disputed his statement about the nature of the work shat 
lie had lo do either in lus capacity as Assistant Manager 
of Kanpur or as Controller of the Mills. At the bottom 
ot the letter ot the 10th Novomber 1948 already adverted 
lo, there is something in writing in the nature of an 
acknowledgment over the signature of Malaviya. It has 
been alleged on his behalf that this writing is a forgery 
and that it was not in existence when Malaviya put his 
signature to this letter. We do not think that this writing 
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has any direct bearing on the question vvo ar e considering 
aud the view we have taken about jurisdiction, It does 
not, therefore, appear tc us necessary that we should 
express any opinion as to this writing. No evidence has 
been adduced on behalf of other oi the parties to prove 
the nature oi Maiaviya ’a duties. VYe have, therefore, + o 
proceed on the statement on record, and as we do not mid 
that the allegation of Maiaviya ab to the nature of his 
duties has not been disputed by the Bank. We are 
inclined to hold that he was n wotkman. Accordingly we 
direct his reinstatement within a fortnight from Die dare 
of the publication of this Award and turther direct that 
he shall be paid, within the same period the salary and 
other allowances he would have earned during a period oL 
six months.
